We 
get to see our firefighters in action every week in various 
fire fighting situations. In addition to being very 
entertaining, it is also very informative, not only for 
children, but for all members of the family. The shows 
cover a variety of topics inthe real-life scenarios of fire 
fighters. With shows on different types of fires, what 
causes a fire, how to put out the different kinds of fire, 
appropriate behaviour during fire drills, fire related items 
(e.g. sprinkler systems) and more in other episodes. It is an 
excellent children's show as it not only addresses the 
dangers our fire fighters encounter, but we can alsoget to 
feel the excitement too in our fire fighters’ lives. This 
series is a must hear for those boys and girls who want to 
become “Fire Fighters” when they grow up. Plus, the 
episodes are gearedto a child’s attention span. Most 
episodes run 12 to 15 minutes. Episodes start with the 
refrain: “Five Bells stand by all stations Attention all 
districts, a five-alarm fire, five bells, move in immediately.

So, sit down with 
your “fire fighter” and listen together how fire fighters 
resolve the episodes’ fire related mystery Fire Fighters was 
a syndicated series produced by Cincinnati's William F-. 
Holland Productions, Inc. in 1948. It was aired in various 
markets from coast-to-coast, including Portland, OR, 
Omaha, NE, and Washington, D.C., into the early 1950s. It 
followed the adventures of rookie firefighter Tim Collins 
and fire chief Bob Cody. Written by Frank Jones, Fire 
Fighters starred Cameron Prud’ Homme and Lyle Sudrow. 


The program was lauded by local fire departments across 
the country for promoting fire safety and publicizing 
modern firefighting techniques. 
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
